Men : I may with confidence fay, that we of this 
Nation, have at this time, a moſt eminent Oc- 
caſion given us by the Divine Providence ſo to 
do. 

It has pleaſed God, within theſe few days, to 
deprive us of a moſt excellenc Princeſs ; under 


whom, we had flatterd our ſelves, ' that we 
A 2 ſhould 
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ſhould have } long enjoy d, a more than ordinary 
Portion, of Happineſs and Proſperity. A Perſon 
ihe was, as by the Geatneſs of her Chaiifter 
qualified beyond moit Others to have become a 
Naual Bleſma ; fo by the many mcomparable 
Endowments, God had beſtow'd upon her, in a 
ſingular manner diſpoted fo to be. And as this 
zailed our hopes to fome more than ordinary 
ÞxpeCtations from her ; ſo that firmneſs of Con- 
{ticution wich ſhe enjoy d, accompanied with 
a vet early and vigorous Youth, ſeen'd to pro- 
miſe us, that we . ſhould be meny years bleſſed 
under the influence both of her Authority and of 
her Fxample. | 

i.ut alas ! how ſuddainly are all theſe Hopes 
cut off, and our Expectations vrought to an End! 
And nothing left us bur the fad Reflection, how 
orievoutly miſtaken we were it our Opinion of 
our own Happineſs ; and how little traft 1s to be 
pr 1n Fry, but char Ged, who aloe enjoys a Cer- 
tuinty of Bring, and ther cfore can lax with fafe- 
ty be depended upon. 

In the words before us, there are theſe two 
things that naturally offer themſelve: to our Con- 
{xderation : 

Firſt, Thar it is a vain thing to +: our Truſt 

in any Man, be his Rank or Condircion ne- 


ver fo great ; upon this doubic Accuunt, 
(1) T hat 
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T0 That his Power to help us, 1s very ſmall 
ver. 3. And, 
(2: ) Rr Tynriomanis ſhort and uncertain, Ver. 4. 
And therefore to Truft in fuch a perſon , 
muſt be to repoſe our Confidence in One, who 
oftentimes cannot help us ; and, in a little while, 
will fail us. 
Secondly, That he who will place his Truſt 
upon a {ure foundation, mult place it upon 
God ; who alone 15 jo. -ajs able, and will at- 
ways continue 11 a Condition, to help and 
defend us. 


And, Fiitt, That ic 18a very vain thing to put 
Our Traft i in any Man, be his Rank or Con- 
dition never fo Great: - BPecauſe both his 
Power to help 1s very ſmall , and his Contt- 
ace ſhort and wicertain* And therefore to: 
Truſt in fuch a Perſon, muſt be to build our 
Hope upon one who oftentimes way wot be 
Able to help us ; and very probably, in a 
little while will fazl us. 

This is a Conſ1deration, both fo certain in its 


ſelf, and fo Obvious even tothe meanelt © apaci- 
ty ; that did we not ſee Men every day overlook it 
in their practice, one might think it hardly need- 
ful ro offer any Arguments, either to Illuſtrare, 


or to Confirm the Truth of it. 
| ic 
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If (1) We conſider the Power, of the Greateſt 
Perſons, to help us ; Alas! How little is it at the 
Beſt ? And, for the molt part, How ulelels to us ? 
In how many Caſes does it ſurpaſs their Power to 
do us any Good ? And even 1n thoſe in which it 
may ſeem che moſt in their Power to afli{t us ; 
yet how many Accidents may there fall out, to 
prevent us from being at all the better for it 2 

Ic may be they are Unwilling to grant us what 
we deſire of them. Perhaps they are diſpoſed to 
do Somewhat for us ; but they will not be per- 
{waded to do ſo Much as our needs require : And fo 
ſpoil all che Advantage we hoped to have reaped 
from their Kindneſs to us, for want of making their 
Supply ſuitable to our Occaſions. 

It may be they are willing ro do 41/ that we 
defire of them, but not Preſently : They put off 
che time; till at laſt, by their delays, cheir favour 
comes too late to us. 

Or laſtly ; Ic is poſſible that in a lictle while 
thev may Change their Minds, and with them, their 
Afﬀe&ions towards us. And ſo where we thought 
fo have found a Friend, we meet an Enemy: One 
who 1s diſpoſed rather to do us a miſchief, than 
to lend any Help or Aſſiſtance to us. 

So Impotent ; ſo Trifling ; ſo Uncertain, and 
Diſ-ingenuous a Creature, 1s Man ! And then, 
Whata Vanity muſt it be for any one to place his 

 Truf 
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Truſt upon the Intereſt or Authority, the Love or 
Favour of ſuch a One 2 Who in the chicteſt of 
our needs, cannot Help us at all : And in thoſe, 
wherein he 1s able to rekeve us, will be apr ei- 
ther altogerher to fail us ;. Or elſe to mix ſo much. 
of Humane Frailty and Inftirmity with his Fa- 
vour, as ſhall render it of very. little Uſe and 
Value to us. 

Nor let any one-think that there 15 any Order of 
Men exempted from the force of theſe Reflections. 
Even the greateſt Perſons lye open to them, no leſs 
than thoſe of a lower degree. Their Power indeed 
is Greater, and they can do much more for us than 
other Men, Bur yer (till it 1s far ſhort of our 
Wants ; And cannot anſwer one half of thoſe 
Fxigencics, in which we ſhall ſtand in need of 
ſome one to Help and Afhiſt us. 

Their Mends are Mutable no leis than. Other 
Mens : And they are by ſo much the more likely 
ro Change in their Aﬀections towards us, by how 
much the more they are expoſed to the Deluſions 
of thoſe about them: 5 who are {Ull envious of 
fuch as they rake into their particular Favour ; 
and will therefore be {till endeavonring, by all 
imaginable ways, to bring us into Diſgrace with 
them. 

Their Favours are, generally, the Longeſt in 
C:mmng, and the Hardeft to be Obtatnd ; Whilſt the 


very 
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very Formality whi FY attends: he Diſpenſing of 


them, oftentimes, Coſts fo much, and cauſes fuch 
Dclzys ; as 1s ucter}v incon{iſtent witch many of 
thoſe Wants, whercin we might otherwiſe pro- 
ile our ſelves the moſt conſiderable Advaritage 
from their Favour and AﬀeCtion towards us. 
And from all which vve muſt therefore conclude, 

Thar 1t 15 a very vain thing to place any confidence 
in Man upon this firſt Accounc, viz. That the 
Power, even of the greateſt Perſons, to Help us i 
exceeding Small; expoled to lo many Caſualues, 
and attended with ſuch Inconveniencies, as renders 
it of very little Ute, and of no Dependance at all 
LO Us. 

Bur (24/3) Were che Caſe quite otherwiſe :; 
were thcre any Order of Men ſo periect, in all 
other Reſpects, thar they Could ſupply us with 411 
that we ſhould ever be likely ro Want, and Would 
ove us whatfoever we ſhould Defire: And were 
cheir Inc/mations towards us ſo Fixt and Immutable, 
chat we might depend upon them that they would 
never forſake us, but be at all times ready co Crant 
us whatſoever we ſhould ask of them : Yer till 
cheir Life 1s ſo Uncertarn, and, at the beſt, ſo Short ; 
that it would bea very vain thing for us, after all, 
to ſet up our Truſt and Confidence upon the. 

For alas! Where is the Man ſo Great and Selt- 
ufhczent, © that can ſecure himſelf the next Hours

Breath 2 And 1n the heifch of all his Fortune 
preſume to ſay, thatto Morrow ſhall nor lay him 
Equal with the Duſt,and return him tothe Earth 
from whence he was taken 2? 

Ic 1san extraordinary Character which the Holy 
Spirit gives to ſome Perſons, P/al. Ixxx11. 6. 1 have 
ſaid that ye are Gods,and that ye are all the Children 
of the moſt High. And yet what follows immedi- 
ately upon 1t 2 A Sad, but Certain Truth : Nc- 
vertheleſs ye ſhall Die lhe Men. This is the Con- 
cluſion of all ; The Common End of the Grear- 
elt, as well as of the Meaneſt,Perſons, Here they 
may ſeem to be a Sort of Gods upon Earth : May 
diſpenſe the Fortunes of Men as they pleaſe ; Ser 
up, whom they will ſet up ; and pull down, 
whom they will pull down. They may be Ho- 
nonrd too as Such,by Thoſe who know no Re- 
ligion above their Intereſts ; znor chink any Divi- 
nity more worthy of their Regard,than Thoſe who 
have it in their Power to promote them toRiches, 
and Honour, and Authority. 

But Death obſerves none of theſe Formalities. 
When that ſtrikes, the Crowned Head falls as 
{urely before it, as He who had not where to lay 
his Head;till che Grave afforded him a place for it, 
All che difference 1s, that as ſuch Perſons are ex- 
poſed to more Dangers, and ſubject to Greater 


Hazards,than lefſer Men;ſo are their Lives more 
B Un- 
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Uncerrain ; and, generally Speaking, more Short 
roo. A Cottage may, and oftentimes do's afford 
us an Example of a Vigorous Old Age: Bur this 
1s a Sight which tne Palaces of Princes are ſeldom 
bleed with ; nor C222 it reaſonably be expected 
they ſhould often Enjoy it. | 

And when this 1s we Cafe, what a folly muſt it 
beto build our Hope upon ſuch ProteEtors? Who 
are ſo far from being able to Help us, that alas ! 
they are not able to Help themſelves, in thoſe 
Inſtances, in which both They and We, the moſt, 
{tand in need of Afhiftance. Whoſe Breath is not 
their Own : Who live by the meer Favour of Ano- 
ther:Who to day appear in Glory andHonour;and 
co morrow go down into the Grave, and yield to 
the Fate of other Ordinary Men, 

So fooliſh a thing 1s it, in point of Reaſon, to 
put our Truſt in Man ; be the Place, the Power, or 
Authority which he Enjoys, what it will. And 
for a yet more ſenſible confirmation of this Great 
Truth ; give me leave, but briefly, to illuſtrate it 
to you,in that Fatal Evidence it has pleaſed God at 
this time to give us, in the Perſon of our /ate Royal 
Soveraign; How little dependance 18 to be placed upon 
any Human Support; upon the Beſt, or Greateſt of 
the Children of Men. 

If, Firſt, We conſider Her with reſpect to her 
Power and Dignity ; She was Queen of a Mighty and 
| Re- 
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Renowned People : Endued with the Higheſt 
Authority that a Crown could give her; and in 
chat with the largeſt Capacity that any Creature 
could pretend to, of Dozng Good, Her Opportu- 
nities were Many, and her Advantages very Gicat 
for ſuch a Purpoſe. Much was expected from 
Her ; and we muſt, with Gratitude, Acknow- 
ledge, that much ſhe did Do. 

For indeed, 213; Her Will was not at all Lefs,nay 
I may venture to fay, it was much Greater than her 
Power. Nor did ſhe value any thing ſo much in the 
Eminence of that Station to which it had pleaſed 
God to raiſe her among(t us ; as that it put her 
in a Condition of extending the Exerciſe of her 
Vertues a great deal farcher, than it had been poſ- 
{ible for her to have done in a Leſler Fortune. 

Never was there Any in fo High a Place, 
raore free and eaſe of - Acceſs, even to the moſt 
Ordinary Perſons : More Deſirous to Oblige all,or 
that better knew how to Do ic. Inſomuch that I 
believe it has ſeldom been knowa that Aay ever 
Applied to Her, but what have gone away Eaſte 
and Contented from Her : And either obtained 
what they wanted, or not known hiv to Com- 
plain, if they have not. 

T he truth 1s, She was a Perion in whom Na- 
ture and Grace ſeem to have concurr'd, to make up 
One great Maſter-piece of Excellency and Perte- 
Ction. B 2 H.: 
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Her Natural Diſpofstton was Free and Generous:; 
Open and Sincere. She had a Sweetneſs of Tem- 
per, finihidand heightned with a Jarge Mixture 
of Chriſtian Charicy and Compaſſion: Such as 
never loved to ſee any in Miſery, Otherwiſe than 
as it gave her an Opportunity thereby of Doing 
ſomewhat tor them ro make them Ealte. 

Thus was ſhe fitted to Do Good : And a fin- 
eular Dexterity She had in Doing of it. She 
knew What was fit to be done for Every One; 
and After what Manner ; and At what Time. And 
ſeldom did She vouchſate a Favour to Any, but 
the very Way that ſhe beſtow'd it in, doubled 
rhe Obligation ; and made a deeper Impreſſion 
upon the Mind of Him who receiv it, than the 
Benefit it ſelf did. 

In ſhort ; So Great was her Comprehenſion ; 
$9 Correct her Judgment ; So Eaſe her Diſpatch, 
of whatever came before her ; That God ſeemed 
co have fitted herSoul to her Place and Character: 
And to have given her a Capacity as far beyond 
that of Other Common Perſons, as ſhe was in 
Rank and Dignity above Them. 

Such good reaſon had we, upon All theſe ac- 
counts, to expect ſome more than Ordinary Blef- 
{ings under her Government ; and to puta greater 
Truſs and. Confidence 1n her, than was almoſt fic 
to be placed in any Creature, And the more to 
el 
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encoutage us fo to do, it had pleaſed God to all 
his Other Endowmeats, to Add ſuch a V igour 
of Body, and Firmneſs of Conſticucion, as ſeem'd 
to Equal the Vivacicy of her Mind : And pro- 
miſed usalmoſt an Age of Happineſs yet to come, 
under the Influence of her Conduct. 
Ard now, when ſo many Circumſtances con- 
currd to encourage our Relyance upon Her ; 
who could Blame us for being willing to flatter 
Our Selves, that ſuch a Queen was certainly raiſed 
up by God to do ſome extraordinary Good for 
chat Church and Kingdom to which He had given 
Her.? But alas ! A Sad Experience has ſhewn us 
chat we ought not to have pur our Truſt even in 
Such a Perſon. And if Such a Perſon may not 
be rely'd upon, We may then ſafely conclude, 
that We mult look beyond this World for our 
Support : And not place our Conhdence on any 
but that God who alone, both Can Do All things 
for us ; and will continue, for ever, to Help and 


Defend Us. 
Which therefore brings me tothe Other Point 


I propoſed to ſpeak to ; 

Secondly, That he who will place his Truſt 
upon a ſure Foundation, mult place it upon 
Ged ; who alone 1s Able to Succour us 1n LU 
our Exzgenctes, and will Always continue in 


a Capacity ſo to Do. 
And 
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yy 1 ft. That God is Able to Succour us in 411 
our Exigencies ; 1s evident from hence, that he 
is Able to do whatſoever he pleaſes both in Heaven 
and Earth. * Thac he has no Equal, much leſs 
any-Superiour Power, to Controul his Will ; 
and to hinder him from bringing Whatſoever 
he purpoſes, to the Fnd which he Defigns. 
* That as he 1s the firſt Being, and Ph wm. of 
all Ochers ; So was there Nothing betore him 
ro Confine, or Limic his Perfetions. He Re- 
ceived not his Power from Any ; Nor has he 
cherefore any Reſtraint upon 1it-but what proceeds 
from himſelf, and 1s ſubject to his Own Will. 

Man, as he was Created by God, ſo was he 
limited too by him 1n his State and Condition, 
ro a certain Degree of PerteCtion, beyond which 
he cannot Go, nor Raiſe up himſelf above it. 
And therefore, whatſoever Power he has, is con- 
fined within thoſe Bounds which the Divine 
Wiſdom has thought fit to ſer to ic : Nor can 
he Go, the leaſt Tuttle, beyond what -God has 

ermitted him to Do. 

But God himſelf 1s Free and without Con- 
ſtraint. Witch him nothing is impoſſible, bur 


what 1s Sinful ; And that is not an Inſtance of- 


crue Power, bur of Impotency and Infirmity. 
So that if we would then Truſt in Man, we 
mult do ut with thoſe Reſtrictions which his Na- 
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ture requires us to l;mit our Tryſt withal ; And 
depend upon Him as One whoſe Power may fax! ; 
Whoſe Mind may Change ; nav, whoſe very Lz:fe 
may be taken from him. EA. 
But wich God we ſhall need none of theſe Re- 
ſerves. He 1s Abſolutely Able, in Every thing, to 
Help and Succour us: And in all ſuch Caſes where- 
in it is fitting for Him to Do it, He will help us, if 
we do but duly apply our ſelves to Him, and depend 
upon Him. And when ſuch is the Advantage of 
God, in this Reſpect, above Any of his Creatures ; 
much more above Man, the Loweſt of all the Ra- 


| tional Kind in Power and Dignity ; Well may 


the Pſalmiſt pronounce him Bleſſed, whoſe Wil- 
dom and Piety have taught him to fix his. 
Truſt there, where Nothing can hinder it from: 
being Beneficial to Him , but his own. Neg- 


| lefting to ſeek for Help as he ought taDo. 


I fay nothing now of the many Other Argu- 
ments that might be offered to Encourage us in 
this Truſt, and to ſhew the Happineſs of that Man 
who has placed his Hope upon ir. Such are. 
* The infinite Wiſdem of God, in judging what 1s. 
Beſt for Us, and after what Manner it will be 
moſt for our Intereſt to be Helped by him. * His - 
infinite Knowledge, for the Diſcovery of our Wants, 
oftentimes long before We Our ſelves are ſenſible 


of them. * His Power to Relieve Us, not only. 
in 
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in 41 our Exzgencies, which I have before Ob- 
ſerved ; butto Do it in a Moment, at the very M:- 


- nute that it will be moſt Seaſonable for Us to have 


it done. And, not to mention any more ; * His 
Ability to Prevent Evils from Coming upon us, no 
leſs than to Free us from them, or to Support us un- 
der Them, when they have Overtaken Us. And 
in all which the Wiſdom and Power of Man can 
either Do Nothing at all, or Nothing Compara- 
ble to what God 1s able ro Do. 

But One Conf1deration more there is, which 
neither the expreſs Words of my Text, northe Oc- 
caſion of the preſent Diſcourſe, will permit me to 
paſs by : And thatis, 24/y. That God is not only 
thus 4ble,as I have ſhewn, to Help us in AM our 
Needs ; but will continue for Ever 1n a Capacity to 


ſave and defend Us. For God 1s Eternal in his 


Duration, as well as Infinite in his Power ; and 
as He never had a Beginning of Being, ſo nei- 
ther can He Ever Come to an End of it. 

Now how far this ſets him up above all Earth- 
ly Benefatters, I have already ſhewn you ; and 
the mighty Loſs, we have juſt now ſuſtain'd, 
does but too plainly Declare. 

When One of our Earthly Benefaftors Dies, not 
only all his Good Diſpolitions towards us periſh 
cogether with Him,but all his Power too of put- 


ting them in Execution,from that inſtant,Ceaſes..

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And we from thenceforth become as Deſticure 
and Forlorne, asit we'had never had aay ſuch 
Frogs or Patron, to rely upon. 
therefore there is no certainty : 
wh tro build any lafting Hope :

Andthis may ſuffice for the two Points I propo- 
ſed ro ſpeak to : I ſhall only draw a few plain 
Conſequences from what has been ſaid, and io con- 
clude tnis Diſcourſe. And, 

Faſt, Since ſuch is the Vanity of putting our 
Truſt in any Humane Help ; let us relolve to 
take off our Hearts from all ſuch Dependencies : 
And not build our Hope on fuch a Foundation, as 
we are ſure in a little time will fail us, and we 
cannot tel] how ſoon it may do to. 

| donot deny, but that as God erders the Af- 
fairs of Mankind by the Miniſtry ot Second C anſes ; 
lo we may, without incurring any juſt Centure 
for it, look to them as the Tuſtruments which he 
makes uſe of in his Diſpeniations towards us. 
Nay.we may put ſome kind of Truft too in them : 
Provided tnat it goes no farther than the Nature 
of ſuch Cauſes admits of ; and that we ſtill rake 
care to look beyond them, to thar God who em- 
ploys them ro our Intereſt and Advantage. Bur 
yet, when all is done, our laſt' and higheſt De- 
pendance muſt be pinges upon God only ; who 
alone is Able, and will always be fo, 1n all our 
Exigencies to Heip and Deliver Us. 

It cannor be doubted burthat We of this Commtry, 


and

and clpecially We of this Church, have indeed res 
ceived as great a loſs, as could well have hap- 
pen'd to us, in the unexpected Death of our late 
Royal Soveretgn. 

A Princeſs ſhe was, ſuch as this Nation never 
before had, nor was it now worthy of her. To 
draw er Character, and ſer her ou: to you with 
211 the Advantage that her real Worth delerves, 
13a Task roo difficult: for me to preſume to at- 
rempt: Though this ſecurity I thould have in the 
doing of it, that let me lay what I could, no 
one would accule me of Flattery in it; a Vice ever 
odious, and I think no where more ſo than in 
the Pulpit. For howloever 'tis impoſlible to 
ſpeak of Her, an4 not ſay Great things ; yer ves 
ry bard it is to ſpeak, but a ſmall part, of what 
all muſt allow might julitly be reported of Her: 
Let it ſuthce, at preſent, to fay; That if a Auer 
ſo YVertuous, that her very Example was enough 
ro.convert a Libertine, and to reform an Age : 
So Courteous and Afable, as ro be the wonder and 
delight of All that Knew her : Sogreat a Lover 
of ber (ountry,and the Interefts of it ; as to be wil- 
ling to hazard what, next her Conſcience, ſhe 
the moſt valued, her good Name, and good Opi- 
nion in the World, forthe preſervation of them : 
So frm and conſtant in her Mind, as not to have 
once known, no not in Death it ſelf, what it was 
C 2 LO 
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to fear : So. Happy in Buſmeſs, as to aſtoniſh, ra- 
ther chan fatisfie, thoſe who were the beſt verſed 
in it : Ifay, Ito have been deprived of fuch a 
Queen as this ; and that at ſuch an Age, when our 
Expectations were at the higheſt from Her, be a 
lols above the power of Words to expreſs; then 
ſuch is our lols: The greatneſs of which 
we are lo far from being able ſufficiently ro de- 
clare, thar pernaps we cannot yet make a juſt 
Eſtimate of it. 

Bur yet, were we not hereby roo much con- 
vinced, how linle we ought to depend upon 
uch kind of Helps; I might preſume to ſay, to 
the Glory of God, and to our own Comfort, 
that we had ſtill enough of theſe remaining, to 
ſupprels all diſorderly Fears, and undue Repi- 
nings at that which we have loſt. 

God has, tis true, removed our Queen from 
us : But He {till continues bis Sacred Majeſly to 
us, notwichſtanding all the Dangers ro which He 
has been expoled. He has deprived us of the 
Benefc of Her Conduct : But He has left us Him, 
under whom She herfelf gre:v up ia that Wiſdom 
and Courage, we fo much admired in Her. 

Andevea deyond this, we have the Proſpect

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Bur yet when all is done, *cis not upon theſe 
fair and promiſing Expectations that we muſt 
place our Truft, or account the -Fortune of our 
Publick Welfare to depend : Buric is that God, who 
has ſo long and wonderfully defended us, char 
mult ſtill be our Support ; or all theſe Helps will 
ſignifie Nothing to us. 

Indeed thele are the Perſons by whom we 
juſtly may,and therefore accordingly do Hope to 
be Protefted and Defended. And a ſingular Hap- 
nels it 15 to us, that we have ſuch a fair Succeſſion 
of the Rozal Fanily before our Eyes. Bur yet 
when all is doae, tis trom the Bleſſing of G14 
n preſerving theſe Perſons to us, and profpering 
their Endeavours, that we mult look for ſafety : 
And God, even without any ſuch Helps, could, 


if he pleaſed, ſecure and protect us. Bur, 


Secondly, As thele Conſiderations ſhould move 
us, not to put our Truft in any Humane Help; fo 
ſhould they keep us from being very much ſur- 
prized, it at any time ſuch kind of Helps ſhall 
chance to fail us. 

It was a Great Expreſſion, and arg:12d 2 ors 
ty Mind, in Him anciemly, wno being told 
of the Death of his Son, paſs'd it oft with this 
only Reflettion; That He always knew thit He 
was Vortal. 


And 
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And the fame thould be our Coultderation up- 
Gn theſe Occaſions. We know that all Humane 
Hip: are Tianhtory and Uncertain : And why 
then ſhuvld we ſtand amazed, as if ſome ſtrange 
thing had happend to us, when we come to be 
Depriived of that, which we always knew vie 
had ao ſecurity of. 

| am nor fo unfenſible of the loſs we have 
now received, as not to think that we ought to 
pay a very jult regret toit ; and to conlider (eri- 
ouſly with our ſ{clves, for what Sins of this Na- 
tion eſpecially it 1s, that God has taken away from 
us our «ozal Defender, Bur yet I cannot think 
that it ought to be any great Surprize to us : Un- 
leſs it be ſome new Calamity to ſee a Mortal 
Die, and to find that to have happen'd to One, 
which happens to Thouſands every day. - 

Nay, but Thirdly; We ought not only not to be 
S«rprized at the failure of ſuch kind of Helps, but 
neither ſhould we be immoderately Concernd and 
Caſt down at it: Becauſe God is never the lels Able 
to preſerve us for the loſs of thele, but can either 
raiſe us up New Supporters, or fave us without Ay, 
it He rather ſees fit ſo to Do. 

I am verily perſuaded that we have at this 
time received as ſenſible a Blow, in this reſpe&t, 
in the Loſs ot our Rojal Sovereign, as conld have 
'betall-n us in any One Life, excepting that of 
His 
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His Sacred Majeity. Bur yer far be it from me 


ſo far to deſpand, or to diftrust the Providence of 


God, asto think we muſt needs be ruined, becaute 
our Queen is taken from ns. This were certaial y 
to confine too much the Power of God, and ro 
give t00 great an Advantage to our Enemies ; 
who becauſe they earneſtly with our ruine, are 
therefore ready, upon every O. <caiton, to Aatrer 
themſelves that the time is coming which they 
ſo much delire to fee. 

But to ſhew you how little Reaſon either we 
have to be rejected, or They to exalc their 
Hopes,on any ſuch Account ; Let us ſuppoſe the 
Caſe be as bad as the moſt M-lancyolly Mind 
can fanſite, or our moſt birrer Enemies conld de- 
fire it to be. That we were indeed let: Naked 
and Deſtirute of all Humane Help; and had no 
proſpe&t remaining of any ſuccour, much, les 
had fo good aone, as [ have before ſhewn ; and 
as It is evident to all the World that we have : 
Yer (till I fay that all chis would nocbe enough 
to warrant us to Diftrnit God ; bin rather, 

Fourthly, We ſhould then more eſpecially rely 
upon his Help, when all other Snpports do the 
moſt fail us. 

Ic is too common a thing with moit Men, 
when their Afﬀairs go {moothly on, and all ſac- 
ceeds according to their- Expectations; tro 
a:tribute 
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firuction. Bur I ſhall content my ſelt with a few 


attribute roo much to their own Power and Po- 
licy ; and to forget that God, withour waolc 
Help ail cheir own Endeavours would be to n 
purpale. And therefore to prevent this, (od | 
pleaied oftentimes to luffer Mea to fall inco gre« 
Dificulties, nor that he deligns their ruine, bu 
only ro make them ſeniible of cheir Own Weak 
nets ; and to draw them back ro him whois thei 
eniy lure Defence, the Rock oi tneir Salvation, 1 
whom they ought to truſt. 
[: were aneaſie Matter for me to confirm th 

truth of this Remark in a multitude of Inſtances 
from whence it may appzar, that God has in al 
Ages chen eſpecially exerced his Power in the de: 
livery of his Servants, when their Enemies have 
thought themſelves the molt ſecure of their De 


Examples ; tho' ſuch as I am perſnaded, may a 
bundantly ſuffice to ſhew, How falſe a Concluſis 
Mea make, when they preſume to determine 
1 hat vecauie God deprives any People of the preſent 
viſible Means of Deliverance, therefore he deſign 


£0 give them up to Deſtruftion 


When Haman projected the Univerſal Extirpa| 
tion of the whole People of the Jews; and wa 
come ſo near to an accompliſhment of it, that 
the Order was ſigned, and the Command GOIN 


forth for a General Maſlacre of them ; Who coult 


hav( 
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have imagined any other, but that the final ruine 
of that poor Nation was athand. And yet by Chapters ». 
what a ſtrange concurrence of unexpeRted Events 
were they delivered from this danger, and the 
Miſchief turnd upon his Head who had contri- 

ved their Deſtruction ? 

Nor was their Preſervation afterwards leſs res Jo{ph. Ant 1 
markable,when Caligula ſent Petronius intoSyria,to Bell. Jud 't. 
fer up his Statue in the Temple at Jeruſalem ; and ©? 7 
the Jews reſolved, every Man of them, to periſh, 
rather than ſubmit to fo abominable a Profana- 
tion of that Holy Place. 

Ic were too long for me to relate toyou, how 
farPetronius inſiſted upon the putting of this Com- 
mand in Execution; and what he did in order 
thereunto. Ir ſhall ſuffice to ſay, that his Army 
was drawn together, and all juſt ready to come 
co the laſt Extremity : When the Governour con- 
ſidering how ſad a thing ic would be to root our 
a whole Nation for fo ſmall a Matter, ſtopp'd his 
Souldiers, and wrote the Emperour an Account 
both of what he had done, and how Averſe he 
found the Jews to his Deſign; and therefore in- 
treated him not to purſue his Attempt any 
farther. 

But in vain was this delay ; nor could any ef 
theſe Remonſtrances alter the Emperour's Reſolu- 
tions. But on the contrary, He renewd his 
Orders 
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Orders yet more peremptorily, of having the 
Jews deſtroy'd for oppoſing his Will ; and com- 
manded Petronius himſelf ro be murder'd with 
Them, for deferring fo long the Execution of 
his Orders. 

And now, What could be expected by thar 
Miſerable People, but ruine and defolation ? 
When behold ! God rook their Cauſe into. his 
Own Hand : And ſo diſpoſed Matters, that be- 
fore this Second Command could reach Syria, the 
News of the Emperour's own Murder flew thither ; 
and ſaved both the Governour and Them from thar 
Deſtruction, which was juſt ready to break in 
upon Both. 

So able is God, when things ſeem to be at the 
very worſt, to interpoſe his Hand ; and to ſave 
thoſe who truſt in Him, not only wihour any 
Viſible Means, bur againſt all Hamane Appea- 


Sre their Hi-Tances. And for yer freſher Inftances of this, Let

EN Lee Me only defire you to reflect how flrangely Gad 
Mo:land, &c. has preſerved, for ſeveral Ages togerher,thole an-

ruine. Sorrow and Diſtreſs encompalsd them 
on every ſide, and from whom to expett a deli- 
verance they could not tell. And yer, lo! 
theſe very Churches are again already reſtored to 
cheir ancient Splendor: And to encreaſe the Won 
der, are now Protected by that very Power that 
before Deſtroyed Them. 

But what need | lead you into foreign Countries 
for Inftances to ſhew, that God is not confined, in his 
Workings, to Humane Appearance : But often- 
times is then the moſt ready to ſupport his Ser» 
vants, when all other Helps the moſt fail Them. 
Our Own Country, and our Own Church, ever ſince 
the Reformation ; has been more or leſs a Conti- 
nued Evidence of the truth of this Remark. 

How melancholy was the Proſpect which our 
Forefathers had, at the untimely Death of that 
moſt excellent Prince, King Edward the Sixth? 
When Queen Mary being ſet upon the Throne, 
nothing was to be expected by Them, bur an 
utter Extirpation of all that ſeemed in any wiſe 
to favour the purity of Religion among Them. 


Whart ſhe did, and how far ſhe went, in a $: oy. Bur 
few years, to blor our all the Memory of her 77,” 
Brother's Piety, Iſhall nor need to ſay: The 
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Hiſtory is ſtill freſh in all your Memories. Yer 
in the midſt of all their trouble ; when the Hope 
of their Enemies, and their own Fears were at the 
Higheſt; it pleaſed God upon a ſudden to take 
off that Queen, and pur fuch an End to their dan- 
oers, as nothing elle could have done. 

But though by this means therefore we were 
ſecured againſt their open Violence, yet God till 
permitted them to endeavour by ſecret Treache- 
ry to carry on their Deſigns againſt us : And Has 
by chat means furniſh'a us with yer more En- 
gagements to relie upon his Protection ; who has 
ſo ofren, and wonderfully delivered us from 
rheir Devices..

I might add to theſe Examples, the Happv 
Reſtauration of our Church and Government, after 
the fatal Murder of King Charles the Firſt. Their 
frequent diſappointments fince ; but eſpecially 
that of the laſt Reign. Bur I think I have alrea- 
dy given you InStances enough to Convince you, 
that were we now left in as Bad an Eſtate, as blel- 
ſed be God! we are 1na very Good One ; Yer ſtill 
whilſt we held firm to our Holy Religion, and con- 
tinued our Truſt in God, there would be no 
Caule for us to Hat: Seeing God can detend 
us without any Humane Help ; and, as I have now

When Cyrus had given leave to the Jews to re- 
turn to Jeruſalem, and co rebuild their Temple, and 
reſtore the Worſhip of God in it; the Samaritans, 
a ſort of mix'd People, Half Jews, and Half Ido- 
laters, ſo wrought with their Adverſaries, that 
little was done in it, notwithſtanding all the fa- 
vour that was ſhewn them by that great Monarch. 
No ſooner was Cyrus gone, and Cambyſes pla- 
ced upon his Throne ; but All hope ſeemed ut» 
cerly loſt rothem, of either reſtoring their Tem- 
ple, or regaining any parc of that Liberty they 
had before been encouraged to expect. 

But what then was their Behaviour on this 
Occaſion ? Did they diſtruſt God ; and give way 
co ſuch Fears as the Inſolence of their Enemies,and 
their own Circumſtances, did indeed but roo 
much expoſe them to ? On the contrary, it was 
at this very juncture of time, that thoſe rwo great 
Prophets, Haggai and Zechariah, compoſed the 
Pſalm we have now before us : And exhorced the 
People not to conſider the ill-proſpedt which, 
according to humane Appearance, their Afﬀairs 
were in; but to truſt in God, who whenever he 
pleasd, could turn all things to their Advantage, 
and no doubt in his due time would do fo.
